, velation are equally the Reſult of his Sovereign Will 
and Pleaſure. All Things come to L by the deter- 
minate Counſel & Foreknowlege of Gor. He worketh 
all things according to the Pleaſure of his own Will. 
He paſſeth Sentence, and gives it Accompliſhment : 
decrees the Event, and gives it Exiſtence. Execution 
is the Life of the Law ; and this is the peculiar care of . 
his ſuperintending Providence. The Sufferings of the

Hz is an Univerſal & 8 f U Judge. Gov 
is ee of all, the Judge of Quick & Dead, of 
Men & Angels. He rides in Circuit thro' the Hea- 
vens, and his Eyes run to and fro in all the Earth: be- 
holding the Evil & the Good; diſpenſing Puniſhments 
and Rewards. His Powers and Operations are moſt 
conſtant, unwearied and never cealing : He continually 
attends on this very thing, Inſpecting, governing 
and judging in the Earth. And in the laſt day, that 
reat day of Aſſiſes, the whole World ſhall be conven'd 
fore his J udgment-Seat, and all having given an 
Account of themſelves to Gov, ſhall receive their va- 
rious Dooms, according to their different Conduct in 
the preſent State. Gon will ſentence the Wicked to 
the Flames of Hell, but his Righteous ones to the Joys 
of Heaven.

Ir is owing (under Gop ) to the Revolution, and 
che Hanover-Succeſſion, that the Britiſh Kingdoms 
and Dominions have ſeen a Period of arbitrary Rule 
and Popiſh Madneſs. That Revolution and Hat Suc- 
ecffion have been the means of preſerving the Reform'd 
Intereſt in Fritain, and ſecuring the civil & religious 
Liberties of theſe dependent Colonies.

Ir we ſhould caſt our Eyes back to the glorious 
Revoluts-n under King WIIII 2 Conduct, 
who has been well ftiled the Moſes of his Day, for 
gedecming the Nation from Slavery, and the David of 
his Time, for fighting the Lord's Battles, and bearing 
up the Pillars of a diſſolving State: If we ſhould take 
a View of that ſtupendous Attempt, and conſider how 


it 
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it was begun and carried on, and what an unparalleba 
Coincidence of deſirable Circumſtances there was, with- 
out which there had been no hope of Succeis; this 
would lead us into a 8 Variety and aftoniſhing 
Scene of remarkable Events: Such as loudly

On of the moſt illuſtrious Conſequences of the 
Revolution, and what was neceſſary to complete and 
eſtabliſh the Public Happineſs, was the fixing the 
Succeſſion to the Crown in the Proteſtant Line.

That 'Tho't ſhou'd alſo 
correct all finking Fears from an appreheniſion of the

ency to invidious Regret at Mens roſperity in the 
World. Let not your heart be envious, neither let 
it be afraid, when one is made rich, When the glory

In a word, Let us receive Conviction of our own 
Mortality, and be put upon diligent Preparation for 
2 dying hour, which is haſtning upon us all. If Death 
conquers KI NS, beſure meaner Men may expect to 
find no Diſcharge in this War. The Deceaſe of out 
late Monarch is a loud warning to his whole Kingdom 
and Dominions ; as.much as the Death of a Father to
